Every Crust Counts 


President Truman is calling on the 
people of the United States to stop wasting 
food, so more can be sent oversea. He 
wants them to send less to the garbage barre] 
and more to the hungry millions in Europe. 

This voluntary personal conservation 
is to be paralelled by official action aimed to 
prevent prices rising further. Labor unions 
are to be asked to forego another round of 
wage-boosts. Speculation in grain is to be 
checked. Business men are to be urged to 
keep fictitious markups out of the price 
structure. The idea is to prevent heavier 
export inducing price-inflation at home. 

This stream-lined policy of voluntary 
sharing, it is broadly hinted, is an experi- 
ment. If it fails, government controls, over 
both consumption and prices, may follow. 

Canadians may see in this action a lead 
which they could follow without harm to 
themselves. We, too, are rather lavish in 
our use of food, and not as watchful against 
Waste as we could be. Many e crust of 
bread goes into the garbage barre] in Canada 
that would be a God-send to some half-fed 
person in Europe. The situation over there 
is just as bad as that; and so is the need on 
our part to make every scrap of food count. 


Street-Cars for Sale 


The city it to start selling off its street- 
cars. They will be sold in groups as 
stretches of track are torn up or abandoned, 
the first group to go on the “block” a few 
weeks hence. They are not to be sold as 
cars, but as buildings. The wheels and 
machinery will be removed, and the car- 
bodies offered to those who may want to use 
them for temporary shelter, for chicken 
houses or other purposes.

@ars for sale it usually sold them as cars, to 
some smaller community—or one 
people were less fastidious. But that avenue 
of disposal is closed. There is no market 
now for second-hand street-cars as such. 
Everywhere trackless carriers are replacing 
the track-borne vehicles. During the next 
few years across Canada a good many 
thousand of the passing type will follow 
those of Edmonton into complete and per- 
manent retirement from the transportation 
business. 

The street railway in Edmonton, as in 
most other cities, is on the way out, in th 
most litera) sense of the term. Not without 
some regrets, it must be admitted 
arly on the part of older citizens. For forty 
years Edmonton people have done their 
streeat-travelling mainly in carriers which ars 
now about to disappear; and should old 
acquaintances be forgot”

of weight. Neither the trolley-bus nor its 
self-propelled cousin give quite the same fee!- 
ing of safety to the passenger, though 
perhaps they will win his confidence in 
tourse of time.

spoken to as “Sir.” 

ROYALTY — THE KING is ad- 
dressed as “Your Majesty” (but, 
of course, you wait for him to 
speak first), and if the conversa- 
tion carries on, you call him “Sir” 
thereafter. The Queen is called 
“Your Majesty” at first and there- 
after you address her “M’'am.” 
Princes, princesses and all other 
members of the royal family are 
first spoken to “Your Royal High- 
ness” and then “Sir” or “M’am.” 

A key to the whole problem is 
that the King or his representative 


is addressed according to his 
degree, while an elected repre- 
sentative of the people is ad- 


dressed according to his office.

How Could the Packinghouse 
Strike Have Been Avoided 


Under Such Circumstances? 


MAY 27th, 1947 


Below is a photostatic reproduction 
taken from a report which appeared 
in the Globe & Mail, Toronto, of an 
address made from a public platform 
in Toronto by F. W. Dowling, Cana- 
dian Director of the United Packing- 
house Workers of America, on May 
26th, 1947, 


SEPTEMBER 8th, 1947 


During the discussion of wages as a part of the 
negotiations for a renewal of the labor agreement it 
was learned that the National Office of United Pack- 
inghouse Workers’ Union at Toronto had issued a let- 
ter to its Locals two days before the wage discussions 
opened calling for a strike vote and the date of the 


strike was actually set for September 15th, 


A proposal was made before negotiations broke 
off that the wage question be submitted to conciliation , 
and the employees continue to work to avoid loss of 
wages and disruption of service to producers and meat } 


supplies to the public, 


The Company agreed but the Union rejected the 
proposal and went out on strike, 


Further steps were taken by a Government Labor 
Officer to have the men return to work and in the 
meantime to have the question decided by arbitration 
as final and binding, or by conciliation with some third 
person endeavoring to work out a settlement with the 


parties, 


The Company agreed to accept either of these 
proposals but the Union refused, 


The employees have now been on strike for more than two weeks. 
We regret the distress which this is causing employees and their 
families; the disruption in service to producers in marketing their 
livestock and the shortage of meat supplies for consumers which 
will inevitably follow if the strike continues.

installed. After all this hard work the grapes had to 
be fetched, cleaned and cooked.
